nese government official said 
tonight. 

Health minister Albert Mok- 
heber, Lebanon’s U.N. liaison 
chief, said earlier the govern- 
ready had asked the U.N. for 
a force of several 
men to seal off its borders 
against the infiltration of men 
and materials to the rebels. 

A senior government source 


said tonight that if the U.N. | 


cannot meet this request, Leb- 
anon is ready to “use all means 
to save her independence and 
territorial integrity.” 


The source said Lebanon 


would then be ready to task for 
a speedy emplacement of Amer- 
ican and British troops on its 
frontiers to shut down the 
smuggling of arms and men 
into Lebanon. 

He said Lebanon has received 
“repeated assurances” from the 
State Department that the 
“United States will help us if 
our independence is imperiled.” 

Ammunition Flown In. 

Limited United States aid al- 
ready is rolling in. The United 
States Embassy disclosed that 
nine planeloads of ammunition 
had been airlifted in during the 
last 36 hours. 

The source said Lebanon 
would go all out to get U. N. 
troops to guard the border. 

“We will place our request 
before (U. N. Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag) Hammarskjold with 
all the force and vigor at our 
command,” he said.

Other highlights of Adam's 
appearance before the subcom- 
mittee: 

1. He and the White House 
staff have concluded’ they 
ought not to make telephone 
calls like those Adams made 
for Goldfine. 

2. Testimony by Adams that 
“Had I had more.experience, | 
believe I would have acted a 
little more prudently.” 

3. The presidential assistant 
admitted he got a “couple of 
small. mgts” in addition to the 
loan of an orierfal rug for 
his home here, but he received 
no furniture from Goldfine. 
He did receive a vicuna coat 
made up by the tailoring con- 
cern in Boston which Goldfine 
patronizes. Adams said he may 
have made an “error of judg- 


, ment” in accepting the coat. 


» Defends President. 

“My superior officer in the 
White _House (the President) 
never received a coat” from 
Goldfine, and Adams said he 
knew of no such gift to any 
other White House officials. 

5. Although Chairman Oren 
Harris (Dem.), Arkansas, of the 
subcommittee said Adam's ac- 


tions in the cases had -been 
“highly improper,” the presi- 
dential assistant denied  in- 


tending to do anything wrong 
and said if any mistakes were 
made, they were mistakes of 
judgment or due to inexperi- 
ence. 

The statement that Goldfine 
received information he should 
not have received as a result 
of a telephone call from 
Adams came from Robert W. 
Lishman, subcommittee coun- 
sel. He said a law violation 
stemmed from a call Adams 


| made in 1954 about a Federal 
| Trade 


Commission investiga- 
tion of a Goldfine mill for al- 
legediy misbranding the con- 


| tent of a fabric. 


As a rseult of the call, Lish- 
man said, Goldfine learned the 
name of a complainant and also 
that the matter might be set- 
tled if the mill would agree to 
change its labels. This was in 
violation of the law and FTC 
regulations, he added. 


Reply By Adams. 
When the presidential as- 
sistant heard this statement, 


he replied: 

“So far as I am concerned, 
he .got information supplied 
by a responsible official. I 
made no special request. I_ am 
ignorant of the rules and reg- 
ulations of the commission. . 

I had assumed quite obviously

Rockwell Kent, 75-year-old New York 
who applied to go to Europe in 1955 to 
He refused to answer the question as 
whether he had been a Communist on the 
grounds that the State Department had no 
legal right to impose political conditions in 
granting passports. 

Walter Briehl, California psychiatrist, wh 
applied in the same year to travel to Switzer- 
land and Turkey to attend meetings of med- 
ical experts. He refused to answer the Com- 
munist membership question and gave the 
same reason as Rockwell Kent. 


Weldon Bruce Dayton, California cosmic- 
ray physicist, formerly of Corning, N.Y., who 
applied for permission to go to India to study 
ari engage in research at Bombay's Tata 
Institute. He said that he had never been a 
Communist. He was denied the right to 
travel, however, when the State Department 
charged that he was “going abroad to ad- 
vance the Communist movement.” 


In all these cases the Supreme Court—Jus- 
tices Burton, Clark, Harlan and Whittaker 
dissenting—says that the political standard is 
not a proper test to apply. Speaking for the 
majority, Justice Douglas states the control- 
ling view clearly and persuasively. He finds 
that the laws on which the State Department 
has relied do not in fact give any such 
authority: 

Congress made no such provision in ex- 
plicit terms and, absent one, the Secretary of 


State may not employ that standard to re- 
strict the citizen’s right of free movement. 


We must remember that.we are here deal- 
ing with citizens who have neither been ac- 
cused of crimes or found guilty. They are 
being denied their freedom of movement 
solely because of their refusal to be sub- 
jected to inquiry into their beliefs and asso- 
ciations. ° 
There can be no question as to the right 

of the Federal Government to protect itself 
from espionage and sabotage. Self-preserva- 
tion is a first law of nations as well as of indi- 
viduals. But when fundamental liberties are 
involved—and the right to travel is basic— 
it is not enough to cite generalities about be- 
liefs and political attitudes, rather than spe- 
cific information on harmful acts. That is 
what the Court says in substance. 


Appeals Judge Fahy, former Solicitor Gen- 
eral of the United States, got at the heart of 
this when he said on the appeal of the Day- 
ton case that the Secretary of State had “not 
focused upon the question whether the grant 
would be likely to cause harm to the national 
defense or to the conduct of foreign affairs.” 


There remains the question of whether the 
State Department properly has authority to 
restrict travel even when it does focus on the 
alleged harm which may be done to defense 
or the conduct of foreign policy. Most Ameri- 
cans doubtless would agree that travel can be 
restricted in the interest of national security. 
But are citizens justly to be regarded as ve- 
hicles for carrying out a particular Adminis- 
tration’s policy overseas? The Court evidently 
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has not touched on this broader issue. But it. 


has narrowed the State Department’s claimed 
passport powers significantly, and that is a 
gain for individual rights. 


Money in the Bank 


President Armstrong Chinn of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association handed. Mayor 
Tucker five negotiable $100,000 ‘Treasury 
notes. The $500,000 was the Terminal’s share 
of the cost of relocating the riverfront ele- 
vated tracks, and the money is now in the 
bank. So the Terminal has fulfilled its part 
of the agreement for getting work started 
on the memorial. And a bow to it. 


With money in the bank, the remaining 
preliminaries should be out of the way short- 
ly. A very slight sense of urgency should 
suffice for this. The Aldermen must validate 
the riverfront agreement by ordinance. The 
National Park Service must grant an ease- 
ment for surface tracks. And the Missouri 
Public Service Commission must approve the 
revised plan, virtually a formality since it 
had approved a 3000-foot tunnel and, so, 
should have no objection to a shorter one. 
These steps are’ part of putting the funda- 
mental agreement into proper legal shape. 

Their completion will remove even the 
technical excuse for further delay. And it is 
about time to show that the clearing of one 
obstacle to the development does not inevi- 
tably lead to another. The city, incidentally, 
should prepare its plans for the underground 
garage on the site. Perhaps the newly elected 
officers of the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial Association can do a little gentle 
nudging here and there. 


We Can Help Our Neighbors 


The U States has an o to 
take a stitch in time and save nine in Its rela- 
tions with its Latin-American neighbors... The 
new Rockefeller report, calling for an eco 
nomic conference of the Western Hemisphere 
nations, is not exaggerating when it speaks 
of the “serious economic deterioration” in 
some of the Latin-American countries. ‘ This 
deterioration played a part in the insulting 
of Vice President Nixon and his party on 
their recent trip to South America. Unless it 
is halted, it could play a part in a major dis- 
aster jin our foreign relations. 

Although it can be argued with weighty 
evidence that our major problems in foreign 
relations lie in the other hemisphere, there 
is no valid excuse for ignoring the troubles 
which are flourishing on our back doorstep. 

Is it as well known as it should be that 
half our trade flow is within the hemisphere? 


That more than 65 per cent of Canada’s trade 
is with us? That nearly 50 per cent of Latin- 
America’s trade is with us? That our trade 
with Lotion Ameries do Gptndiing SOSe Ios 
of Soviet Russia is growing? economi- 
cally and psychologically we are losing out 
with our hemispheric neighbors? — 

The economic monkey wrenches that we 
planted in the Latin-American nations during 
our heavy purchasing of World War II days 
have had their effect. And while they were 
stripping the gears we did not do enough to 
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from the parking 


meter fund. 

Robbing the parking meter account a sec- 
ond straight year would be most ill advised.

Down in the Deep South, some of the more 
dedicated politicians never give up hope of 
trying to repeal democracy. Accordingly, in 
Georgia, Alabama*and thereabouts the old 
State’s Rights crowd of 1948 is maneuvering 
for a position from which it might make a 
desperate effort to control the presidential 
election of 1960. 

This is an old pipe dream in a new version. 
The State’s Righters would like to rig things 
in some Southern states so that enough elec- 
toral votes could be withheld from both the 
Republican and Democratic candidate to 
throw the election into the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Then, presumably, the Deep South 
could swing enough weight to exact conces- 
sions from one nominee, or dictate the elec- 
tion of somebody else altogether. 

Do these wild-eyed radicals of thé right 
ever stop to realize that if by chance they did 
manage to put over such a Scheme the mil- 
lions of Americans who had in effect been 
disfranchised would rise in fury? 

Though Alabama has just given the State’s 
Rights faction control of the Democratic state 
executive committee, and though the Georgia 
Legislature has acted to remove the names of 
both Democratic and Republican presidential 
candidates from the 1960 ballot, we persist 
in believing that a great majority of Southern 
voters will insist upon casting their ballots 
for themselves, as they themselves choose.

We are willing to accept his word 
that he brought no improper pres- 
sure on any other government of- 
ficial or agency to obtain a special 
favor for his old friend, Bernard 
Goldfine. What we don't know and 
what the public cannot be certain of 
is that those government officials 
whom he contacted at Goldfine’s re-

The conclusion was that if 
baseball ever was out of bal- 
ance offensively or defen- 
sively, it was in 1929 and 
1930. It’s true. that there 
have been more home runs 
hit the last few years than 
at any time with, as Sisler 
noted, even little men clear- 
ing the fences, reflecting a 
livelier ball. Sisler, inci- 
dentally, discounts the part 
played by bats in -home-run 
production, but both Speak- 
er and Waner believe that 
the lighter wood whipped at 
greater velocity, ac- 
counted in part for the in- 
creased homer-hitting. 


“I wish now,” Waner ob- 
served, “that I'd used one of 
those ~ 30-31-32 ounce bats

for four bases each. 

The run-scoring record, 
however, was established in 
1930. The National League 
pushed over 7025 runs and 
the A.L, was close by. 

In '30, the National League 
had a league batting average 
of .303 with six clubs hitting 
over .300. There were 59 
players who batted .300 or 
better, 43 of them in 100 or 
more games. The American 
League had 54 men above 
.300 and 33 of them could be 
classified as full-fledged reg- 
ulars. That made 4113 .300 
hitters in the majors. 

They weren't strumming 
the banjo, just hitting singles 
in those days, either. The 
National's home run total 
was 892, the record until the 
present decade that might 
best be called in baseball the 
Four-Base Fifties, and never 
since has either big league 
matched the senior circuit's 
448 slugging percentage 28 
years ago. The American did 
tie in 1936 the .421 slugging 
figure it produced in ’30. 

To give those out-of-bal- 
ance offensive statistics more 
meaning, the Cardinals, surg- 
ing from fourth in mid- 
August to probably their 
most amazing pennant, aver- 
aged 6.53 runs a game with 
a team batting average of 
.314, but two other clubs hit 
for higher figures than Gabby 
Street’s high-scoring outfit. 
The third-place Giants hit 
.319 and the last-place Phil- 
lies .315. The catch was, 
Philadelphia gave up runs at 
the rate of 7.78 a game—and 
won only 52 of its 154 con- 
tests.

PLANFORCYPRU 


LONDON, June 17 (UPI) — 
Britain abruptly, postponed pub- 
lication of its compromise plan 
to pacify Cyprus today and 
placed the problems in the 
hands of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization for at least 
48 hours. 

Prime Minister Macmillan

House of Commons. He said 
NATO had requested the post- 
ponement. He said the govern- 
ment decided “for the next 48 
hours to leave it to our col- 
leagues in the (NATO) Council 
to see what help they can give 
in the work of conciliation.” 


“I think it would be wiser 
for me and for the Govern- 
ment to leave that task at the 
moment to those nations who 
are willing to undertake it,’ 
he said. 


Reports of Talks.. 


There had been reports that 
Britain had summoned Turkey 
and Greece into new emer- 
gency talks, but Macmillan’s 
statement indicated these were 
being conducted under NATO 
auspices in Paris. 

Macmillan had planned to an- 
nounce the Cyprus compromise 
plan today but NATO acted 
when both Greece and Turkey 
registered strong protest. Both 
had been informed of details 
of the plan in advance. There 
were reports from diplomatic 
sources that NATO intervened 
to stave off a possible clash 
between Turkey and Greece, 
both NATO members. 


Minority Guarantee. 


The plan also was reliably re- 
ported to include election of a 
parliament for the island in 
which: the Turkish minority 
would be guaranteed a certain 
number of seats.

In its current issue, the 
magazine said that Goldfine, 
in running his chain of six 
New England textile mills, 
“discovered friendships to be 
quick and warm among politi- 
cal officials in states where he 
had plants.” 

“You operate in the state 
and you have problems. Who 
do you go to? Why, you go to 
your congressman or your 
senator or to your governor, 
not to some schmo,” It quoted 
him as saying. 

The magazine said Geldfine 
found “the warmest welcome 
among politicians to whose 
campaigns he had contributed,” 
and quoted him as saying he 
“always supported my friends 
as I could within my means.” 

Time said its correspondents 
found Goldfine for the inter- 
view by trailing his wife to a 
Boston restaurant where he 
consented to the interview. 

In the report of Goldfine’s 
comments, there was no direct 
reference to the Washington 
investigation. The account 
traced Goldfine’s rise from de- 
livery boy to wealth, and his 
relationships with various poli- 
ticians. 

The story said a sample of 
how hard he worked for “very 
dear friends” came in the Mas- 
sachusetts gubernatorial cam- 
paign of 1952, when the then 
Democratic incumbent, Paul A. 
Dever, was under fire from 
the Boston Post. 

The magazine said Goldfine 
“extended a $400,000 line of 
credit” to the paper’s owner, 
John Fox, “on condition that 
the Post make a last-minute 
switch to support Dever. It 
did, but Dever lost anyway.” 

“T regarded it as a favor 
to the Governor,” Goldfine 
was quoted as saying concern- 
ing the loan. “How could it be 
any other way?” I gave it at 
3 per cent.” 

In 1951, the magazine said, 
Goldfine hired a New York 
press agent to help stage an 
“anti-hard times conference,” 
at Montpelier, Vt., to which 
New England governors were 
brought in chartered planes 
and greeted by a 19-gun salute. 

Among the honored guests, 
the magazine said, was “one of 
Bernie Goldfine’s oldest and 
dearest friends, New Hamp- 
shire Gov. Sherman Adams.” 

Besides Adams, the magazine 
said New England politicians 
whom Goldfine has warmly be- 
friended are Republican Sen- 
ators Styles Bridges and Norris 
Cotton of New Hampshire, 
Maine’s Republican Senator 
Frederick Payne and Massa- 
chusetts Democratic Gov. Fost- 
er Furcolo. 

“In picking winners,” Gold- 
fine was quoted, “I've been 
very fortunate.” 


Goldfine Denial of ‘Influence’ 
in Truman Administration.

~ To Cut Flowers 


I WAS DELIGHTED to-find in a book by Beverley 
Nichols, one of my favorite writers on gardens, the admis- 
sion that he hates to cut flowers. 

“It may sound terrible—indeed it does sound terrible— 
to suggest that one be- 
grudges giving flowers to 
friends,” writes Nichols 
in “Laughter on the 
Stairs.” “One doesn't, 
provided that they are 
the right flowers and 
that one has time to 
think about them and 
prowl out to the kitchen 
garden to investigate the 
cutting beds and scram- 
ble behind the rose bush- 
es to cut off the back 
branches and _ provided 
that we are not fussed 
and rushed about it all.”

he has and how much they cost at the florist. He ends up 
robbing the peony bushes and suffering inwardly. 


“All this must sound like the ultimate in 
stinginess to those who do not own a garden,” he 
writes. “How can one explain that it is not 
really stinginess at all. How can one make her 
understand that a clump of peonies te the man 
who has grown them is not merely...a group of 
flowers waiting te be cut and stuck in a vase. 


‘“A clump of peonies to its owner is something deeply 
rooted in his heart. The owner of those peonies has slaved 
for them, sacrificed for them. They are not-just “for cut- 
ting.’ They are for living with and maybe for dying with.” 

An extreme view, perhaps, but the longer I grow 
flowers, the more reluctant I am to cut them. When we 
lived in an apartment, I loved having cut flowers around. 
In my early gardening days, I liked bringing prize blooms 
to the office even though they wilted immediately. Now I 
leave them to live out their lives naturally instead of cut- 
ting them off. 

“But the more you pick, the more they'll grow,” some- 
one will say. This Pollyanna thought must be quoted to 
children as I've had them quote it to me, usually after 
denuding a border of daffod§ls. It is true of pansies and 
tinnias. Somehow it is never true of the ones they pick. 


I do cut flowers-by request, especially if the 
one requesting is a fellow gardener and is hav- 
ing a party and wants to have table decorations 
and show off her garden, too. The fellow gardener 
will understand when you take time to prowl 
around and cut off the back branches. Or I may 
take flowers to someone because it’s spring and 
I'm especially fond of that particular person. I 
rarely cut them for myself. 


Some of my family chide me for this attitude and 
assure me that the non-cutter is in the minority. I wonder. 
Not long ago, at a luncheon, I sat between two garden 
clubbers of high rank. How did they feel about cutting 
flowers, I asked. 

“Oh, I don't mind it a bit,” sald one of them. “Of 
course, we have five acres and I usually take them from 
where it won't show. Just for sick friends, mostly.” 

The other gardener grinned. A sheepish grin. 

“I'd rather cut off my right arm,” she said.

Disciplinary Hints 


“WE JUST DON’T SEEM to know how to handle the 
matter of discipline,” Mrs. E. writes. “I talk to the children 
until I'm blue in the face, and I know they're sick of it, 
too. I guess there's another way to handle them, but I 
just can’t see it!” . 

The first and most important thing to de if we want 
to discipline children, Mrs. E., is to discipline ourselves. 
That's often all that is necessary. I don’t mean to infer 
that’s an easy thing for us to do; but if we don't discipline 
ourselves, we won't get much further. Here, for example, 
are a few of the things that are really indispensable: 


DON’T GIVE too many orders. Actually most of the 
instructions and admonitions we give the youngsters are 
not only unnecessary but undesirable. Remember that 
woman who had an operation on her throat and was told 
that for a month she mustn't say a single word? Her chil- 
dren were never so well-behaved and obedient, she re- 
ported, as during the month she couldn't speak to them. 


>» BE CONSISTENT. If you laugh ist something the child 
has done today and spank him for the same thing tomor- 
row, of course he'll be confused. 


, BE PROMPT in taking whatever action is necessary. 


>» BE CALM. If you lose your self-control, you can't 
expect the child to do any better. 


>» GET ALL THE FACTS before you act. 


>» FINALLY, concentrate on one thing at a time. Don't 
issue any blanket indictments. Don't tell the child that 
he’s a bad boy. Focus down on one specific thing he has 
done and tel] him that was the wrong thing to do and then 
tell him what would have been the right thing to do. 
Don't expect the child to jump to obedience like a 
marine in boot camp. Let him have a few moments te 
figure out what you want. Give him warning five or 10 
minutes in advance when its time to go to bed? .

Complaint From Weather 
Tornadoes Move Too Fast Nowadays 


By Lyle Schwilling 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 
17 (UPID— 

THE MAN charged with 
warning about possible torna- 
does complained today that the 
1958 brand of weather is mov- 
ing too fast. 

Don House, chief of the 
United States Weather Byreau's 
severe weather center, said: 
“We are averaging only about 
an hour in getting our warn- 
ings out before the danger 
times. A year ago we averaged 
about two to three hours.” 

House's crew doesn’t know 
how many lives have been 
saved since their department 
was organized. “We probably 
saved 50 to 60 lives in’ Wiscon- 
sin in the first week of this 
month,” he said. “But then we 
lost a dozen or more at El Do- 
rado, Kan., last Tuesday.” 

He cited the El] Dorado storm 
as typical of the type that 
plagues the weather warning 


service. 
Tuesday afternoon the radar 
reports showed only small 


storms in western Kansas. By 
5 p.m., radar showed moderate 
to strong storms. “There was 
nothing to recognize in the 
form of tornadoes,” House said, 
“but 20 minutes later El Do- 
rado was hit.” 


At the same time the Kan- 
sas storm was building up 
there was thundersterm ac- 
tivity in large aréas below 
the Great Lakes, keeping 
House’s men on the alert. 
“Tt was one of those days,” 
House said. “If we had had 
160 men on the job we 
couldn’t have kept up. As it 
was wé had three men—our 
normal maximum effort.”

This year’s different type of 
upper air flow is putting con- 
siderable pressure on the 
warning service, House said: 
“Last year the situations were 
clear cut. This year there isn't 
any pattern. One minute 
everything looks O.K.., en 
you pickup a radar report and 
the next thing you know the 
tornado has hit.” 

The average life of a ter- 
nado, House said, is 12 min- 
utes. “Sometimes it takes us 
that long—and occasionally far 
longer—to get reports of strong 
storms from outlying areas.” 


“We have.” House said,

After fluoroscoping 
me and taking an electrocardiogram he said the 
trouble was primarily in my lungs —not in my 
heart. He called it emphysema. He told me he 
did not know of anything that wanld completely 
cure me. He suggested that I cut out all cigarettes. 


Dr. Steincrohn, I have to keep working to make a 
living. Therefore I would appreciate it if you would dis- 
cuss this condition in your colum. Sincerely, E.N.F. 


ANSWER: After reading your letter, I turned to the 
book “Chronic Pulmonary Emphysema” written by my 
friend Maurice 8S. Segal, M.D., clinical professor of medi- 
cine of Tuft’s College Medical School and his associate, 
M. J. Dulfano, M.D. In it was a quotation from a patient's 
own words in describing the difficulty he was having with 
his breathing: “It’s like you're walking around on the 
bottom of the ocean with not enough oxygen toming down 
to you.” That is a graphic description that you will prob- 
ably concur in, Mr. E.N.F. 


Dr. Segal admits that “chronic pulmonary em- 
physema-is one of the most distressing of the dis- 
eases of the lung.” He also writes that: “Chronic 
pulmonary emphysema is generally believed to be 
the direct result of chronic bronchitis. It occurs 
with, or as a complication of, practically all pul- 
monary diseases — particularly severe bronchial 
asthma, bronchiestasis, serious pulmonary infeo- 
tion the pneumoconioses, sarcoidosis, and tuber- 
culosis.” 


; You see, therefore, that the most important thing 

*. you can do now is to get a complete evaluation of your 

* eondition from a recognized chest specialist or internist. 

* You can’t receive effective treatment until you learn the 
cause. 

| Whatever your condition, I recommend that you give 
up all tobacco. It aggravates emphysema. Your doctor 
will decide if you need to take antibiotics or have any 
other remedial procedures of which there are many. 

Don’t put off treatment. The condition tends to get 

worse if you procrastinate.

Webster Groves High Graduates 

Of 40 Years Ago Get Together, 

Share Fond Recollections and 

Wind Up Singing the Old Songs

THE GIRLS wore simple white dresses, mostly dotted 
swiss and organdy. Some of them wore their friendship brace- 


lets, silver links engraved with their names. 


They did not 


carry flowers because it had been suggested that they buy

“It was an austere war-time class,” said one of the mem- 
bers of the class of 1918. “Some of the boys had already joined 
the Army or Navy and their parents walked down the aisle to 


get their diplomas. 


It was very impressive.” 


Whether it was the bonds of wartime, the bonds of indi- 
vidual friendships, or unusual initiative on the part of some of 
its members, the Webster Groves High School class of 1918 
has stayed together with remarkable fidelity. 

On Saturday night, June 7, 32 of the 75 graduates, or more 
than half of the number still living, met at the home of 


Harris and Louise McClelland Armstrong. 


It was the four- 


teenth reunion since graduation 40 years ago, a record which 


may make them the “most 
reunited” high school class in 
history. 

“It may be because so many 
of us still live in this area,” 
said Mrs. Armstrong by way 
of explanation. (At present, 46 
of the 75 live in St. Louis 
county or vicinity.) 


“Then, too, some members 
of the class like Janet Stine 
have made a special effort to 
keep it together. But mostly, 
I think, it was just a spontane- 
ous thing that got started. We 
were a remarkably homogene- 
ous class. We get together be- 
cause we're genuinely fond of 
each other, that’s all.” 

Class members plus husbands 
and wives who boosted the to- 
tal to 54, began assembling on 
the Armstrong lawn at 6. Some 
toured the garden and quizzed 
the host as to how he grows 
clematis in full sun. Some 
gathered around a table to talk 
to retired principal J. T. Hix- 
son, still a much-loved member 
of their group. Some _  ex- 
changed pictures of grandchil- 
dren and played the game of 
who's who each time a. new- 
comer arrived. 

“Some of them are hard to 
place,” admitted Alton Horton. 

“It’s interesting to watch,” 
said George Massengale, “and 
see which one knows each 
other and which ones pretend 
they do.” 

Massengale, class president, 
and later an Olympics star, had 
brought along a copy of the 
Senior issue of “The Echo,” the 
Webster High paper. It’s a 
point of pride that they started 
“The Echo,” (originally named 
Mucha Ado) with their English 
teacher, Ada Stapleton, when 
they were sophomores. Mas- 
sengale was editor, Louise Mc- 
Clelland agsistant. This year- 
book, with its service flag 
frontispiece, provided a handy 
guide to the game of one who

Eleanor Roosevelt : 
An Encouraging Note 


MONTEAGLE, Tenn., June 17. 

IT WAS GOOD NEWS that the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council voted to send a U.N. observer team to Lebanon, 
and it was encouraging that this was made possible by the 
abstention from voting by the Russians. 

Dt. Charles Malik, Foreign Minister of Lebanon, made 
in support of the U.N. résolution what I understand was 
one of his really great speeches. Most observers felt that 
he again had brought the impact of real statesmanship to 
bear on the members of the Security Council. 


I can remember many speeches by Dr. Malik 
im the past that made their mark upon the think- 
ing of the General Assembly or on the committees . 
in which he was working. It was always proof to 
me that a s country with the right quality of 
men could make as great a dent in the results of 
U.N. deliberations as could a great country. But to 
do this it is necessary to have the qualities of mind 
and heart exemplified in Dr, Malik. 


ANOTHER GOOD THING for which we can rejoice 
is the passage by the House of the bill extending the recip- 
rocal trade plan. 


The President was upheld in his opposition te 
a two-year protectionist trade bill when the House 
refused to substitute it for the Administration 
measure. The hard-core protectionist vote is, of 
course, almost twice as big in the Republican party 
as in the Democratic, but the protectionists were 
not able to successfully oppose the President's 
wishes. 


The bill now has gone to the Senate, and the extent 


to which it developed support in the House leaves no ques- 


tion in my mind but what it will pass in the upper cham- 
ber without much change. This will mean a five-year ex- 
tension of reciprocal trade, providing a real opportunity for 
some badly needed planning in the world’s present eco- 
nomic picture. 


I WAS HAPPY to learn that Senator J. William Ful- 
bright of Arkansas has beén successful in increasing from 
$20,000,000 to $30,000,000 the appropriation for an exchange 
of persons between the United States and other countries. 
It is to be hoped that the House, in spite of the fact that 
this additional money is not in the budget, will allow it. 

Much will depend upon the recommendation of Repre- 
sentative John J. Rooney of New York. I hope he will be 
able to overlook what undoubtedly are sometimes failures 
in these exchanges and realize that in the aggregate the 
successes far outweight the failures. 


I went to the Countee Cullen branch of the 
New York Public Library last week to see the ex- 
hibition entitled “The Negre in American Archi- 
tecture—Progress and Potential.” 


I think it will be a surprise to everyone to find that 
there is a new opportunity for young Negroes in this field, 
that they can get the necessary education and can be em- 
ployed not only by established Negro architects but in of- 
fices where Negro and white work side by side.

Space Communications

MANY SCIENTISTS have 
speculated on the manner in 
which space communications 
will be established at some fu- 
ture date when travel between 
the planets materializes. 

The current aeronautical jar- 
gon like “roger, wilco, over,” 
used in present-day movies \is 
obsolete. Space scientists know 
the voice radio will be passe 
when manned space ships are 
in operation and begin leaving 
the immediate vicinity of the 
earth. When time and distance 
are combined so violently as in 
space travel, the voice com- 
munication systems will be 
both inefficient, costly and in 
some cases impossible. 


What may actually happen 
is that a rocket crewman will 
type out a message on a tape, 
which will be fed into a high- 
speed transmitter. The tape 
will zip through the trans- 
mitter in a matter of sec- 
onds, no matter how long the 
message. Incoming messages 
will similarly arrive at high 
speed, and be typed from tape 
with perfectly legible qual- 
ity. With a built-in checking 
system there never need be 
a fear of error. 


All this is because it simply 
takes too much power to carry 
the voice by radio over the in- 
ordinately long distances of 
space. Because of the necessity 
for clear enunciation, voice 
communication demands about 
25 times the power required 
for teletype communication. 
The teletype system uses only 
pulses for signals, rather than 
the modulation necessary for 
voice transmission. 

This matter of communica- 
tion is a little understood as- 
pect of space travel. Some day 
there will be the need for com- 
municating with space ships 
from the earth, then between 
speeding ships, and finally be- 
tween landing parties on the 
planets. 

American engineers already 
have sent radar signals to the 
moon and received them on 
the rebound. They are fairly 
convinced that radio Waves 
three centimeters long can be 
used for space communications 
over enormous distances, since 
they are short enough to per- 
mit easy penetration of the 
lonized layers of the upper at- 
mosphere and long enough not 
to be masked by water vapor 
absorption bands. 

They would use a frequency 
modulation system (the FM 
—— known to most s us) 
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because it has already demon- 
strated it can reach the moon 
with a power of only three- 
tenths of a watt. Thig power, 
by the way, is about the power 
consumed in a three-cell flash- 
light. 

And, parenthetically, it is 
interesting to realize that such 
a low-powered radio signal can 
travel 240,000 miles and be 
perfectly “readable.” 

Now, when we go beyond 
the moon we run into real dif- 
ficulties. If we wished to com- 
municate with Mars, one of the 
closets planets to the earth, 
the radio transmission system 
would demand a 7000 watt 
transmitter. Since signal 
strength weakens as the square 
of the distance, then to com- 
municate with Pluto would take 
75,000,000 watts. 

Even with such high-powered

To reach Mars when it fs 
40,000,000 miles away, 
a radio “signal would require 
215 seconds of travel time. In 
that 215 seconds Mars would 
have moved 3000 miles. How- 
ever,

earth, the radio signal would 
travel for 1250 seconds and 
Mars would have sped 18,000 
miles along its orbit. 


Actually, the aiming proc- 
ess may eventually be dis- 
carded for the new “scatter” 
of radio communication. Un- 
fortunately, the scatter sys- 
tem takes much more elec- 
trical power than the beamed 
system and its use probably 
will depend on the develop- 
ment of incredibly high- 
— transmission meth- 


The possibility of space 
ships communicating with each 
other directly is somewhat re- 
mote, since aiming a radio sig- 


nal requires parabolic anten- | 
nas. Such devices on speeding | 
rocket could not be positioned | 


with any great accuracy, so 
the best system probably will 
be to use earth as a “central” 
to relay signals from ship to 
ship. 

Here the high-speed tele- 
type transmission would be ex- 


tremely efficient, since earth's | 


headquarters could relay mes- 
sages in a flash and at the
